PRECEPT 1997/98: 1. Clerk presented accounts: the Coat of Arms 
still shows a deficit and Cllr Oddy to report on this. Mugs and 
spoons are still available for people to buy. 2. PC agreed on a 
390% precept, the same as for the current year, at £10.96 ona 
Band D property. 3. £2,000 to be set aside for a millennium fund: 
if you have ideas for projects contact the Clerk ASAP. 
RECREATION & GRANTS: 1. School to be granted £528 for the 
purchase of musical instruments. 2. FC to be asked to demolish 
pavilion by 1 January. 3. Allotment charges to increase by £5 a 
year, with the first year free. 4. PC agreed to take over 
management of Castle Grounds from English Heritage. 
ENVIRONMENT: 1. Deddington will enter next year's Village in 
Bloom Competition. Cllrs Cosgrove and Colley to sound out 
interest in Hempton and Clifton. 2. A plot has been set aside in 
the cemetery for the burial of cremated remains. The cost will be 
£15 for the internment and £6 for permission to erect a suitable 
stone, no bigger than 2'x2'. 3. Christmas celebrations will 
include a tree with lights, a Nativity scene and the usual carols 
in the Market Place on Christmas Eve at 6pm. Clir Todd will 
provide the music and Cllr Flux will be MC. 
HIGHWAYS: 1. CDC has granted 50% towards the cost of an 
additional street light. 2. Clerk to write further letter to 
Energis, expressing PC's dissatisfaction with the way recent 
cable laying work was carried out. 3. Letter from Clifton 
resident expressing disappointment that PC had not given priority 
to Clifton Road footpath. Clerk to write appropriate reply and 
Cllr Todd reminded Clifton residents to keep writing individual 
letters to OCC. 4. OCC to give a final sweep and vacuum to 
gravel dressing on footpath in New Street. 5. Clerk read letters 
from local people about traffic speeds in Earls Lane, Hempton 
Road and Clifton. Clerk and Highways Cttee to look into the 
possibility of traffic calming in these areas.

-The Planting of Daeda's Wood

as the site of Daeda's Wood in recent weeks. BBC One were there earlier in Novem- |] IRReerers 
- ber on a golden day and, more recently others followed photographing and interview- ff “5 
ing, amongst others, some of our more intrepid younger inhabitants from Deddington 
School in a near-blizzard. 
The field is empty no longer. Despite the foulest weather conditions on Planting Day, well over a 
hundred hardy souls - from toddlers to OAPs - arrived, mostly brandishing spades and proceeded 
vigorously to dig-for-Daeda. Through the driving snow it made a noble sight. 


Among the shadowy figures was Jamie Robinson who explains the thinking behind Daeda's Wood. 
"So what has all the frost bite and mud slinging been in aid of then? Well, we all know why trees are 
important (see DN October edition). But this is no ordinary wood, the diversity of species has been 
carefully chosen by Jill Butler and the Woodland Trust team as being truly native to the upper 
Thames region. They have all been carefully sited according to the preferences for each species; oaks 
at the top to keep them dry and willows nearer the river to create a traditional riverine habitat. All 
are native broadleaves as.have been found in the area for the last few millennia since the last ice age 
(if you can remember that far back!). This includes old favourites like oaks (some taken from 
cuttings from Windsor Great Park), about half a dozen different willows, black poplar, ash, downy 
birch, all of which will be around long after any of our readership. We will also see some new growth 
before too long, as the wild flower meadow will be planted in April and should flourish quite rapidly 
(more details later). Benches should be in by the New Year as will all the saplings." 
And, of course, as things develop so will a whole new habitat for other growth and wildlife. 
Friends of Daeda's Wood 
We were successful in raising a grant from the Oxfordshire Rural Community Council; the cheque 
will be put into a special clubs and societies account with Barclays in the name of "Friends of 
Daeda's Wood" by our treasurer Mike Williamson. This will be used largely to support the tree 
planting event on 24 November and then for wild-flower planting events next spring. What do you 
think of retaining our loose affiliation to promote further tree planting around the parish, continuing 
the grand work of John Scott? I would be pleased to hear your views. I'd also like to be contacted 
by anyone who can identify tree species and their seeds, anyone who knows about germinating them 
and raising saplings, anyone who has some ready to plant out, anyone who worked with John, or 
anyone who just wishes to add their name to our ranks.

THE WAY WE WERE _Deddington 150 yearsago by Buffy Heywood ~:” 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for parts of the months 
of January and February 1847: 

~ 26th JANUARY - Mr. Philpotts and I went begging round the Town again with pretty 
good success for the poor. 
29th JANUARY - I attended at the Vicarage from 12 till half past 2 o'clock, 
distributing soup to the poor, 60 persons again received it - for the first time 
from the soup fund. Our darling Betsy was out again for a quarter of an hour with 


her respirators, after being confined to the house for the last two months 
entirely. 

31st January - The Church felt very comfortable from the effects of the two stoves 
used today for the first time - the new one exploded and cracked almost as soon as 
it was lighted - by no means an uncommon thing with a new stove. Our darling Betsy 
had a mustard plaster on again last night - after a long cessation. 

lst FEBRUARY - Susan and I went to Banbury to consult Mr. H. Brayne relative to our 
darling Betsy (confidentially) previous to taking her to Town next week for advice. 
I was called in by two of my brother justices to say whether a person charged with 
arson on the College Farm premises should be committed at once for trial or be 
liberated on his own recognisance to appear to take his trial when called upon so 
to do, I decided that there was enough evidence to warrant his committal ~ in my 
own opinion - but that if bailed he ought to find two sureties of £25 each at the 
least, to answer for his appearance at the ensuing Assizes. 

2nd FEBRUARY - Went to Mr. Field's office to examine witnesses against a gang of 
sheep stealers, all gypsies, all committed for trial at the Assizes. The old man, 
father of the others, contrived to escape from custody during the examination and 
‘was not recaptured for more than two hours ~ in a barn near Ilbury farm in this 
parish. Our darling Betsy did not leave her room today having had a blister on her 
chest last night - from which she felt some relief to her cough.

.....and twenty years ago 

Some extracts from the November & December 1976 issues of DN $c 
Remember our revival of the medieval "Pudd'n' Pie Fair to celebrate our Coat of Arms in 1994? 
Twenty years ago it came to Deddington as the annual funfair on November 11-13. "From its early 
days the Martinmas Fair was known as the Pudding-Pie Fair because of the pies made specially for 
the occasion... about the size of a small pork pie, consisting of plum pudding surrounded by pastry. 
The pastry was made with mutton fat and formed an extremely hard crust ‘like thick parchment’ 
according to Mr Lewis, who doesn't remember them as being outstandingly palatable!". 

In the same November 1976 issue, Rev. George Palmer described how at 'the Guide and Brownie 
service 1000 children were packed in Church with parents standing in the Conference Corner... The 
colour parties, which seemed never ending, got soaked in a really heavy downpour.... but then (the 
Brownies and Guides) smile whatever the adversity...." 

Down the road "The annual Hempton Harvest Festival this year took the form of a service of 
Baptism, when nine junior Church members - ranging in age from under a year up to seven - were 
welcomed." And the correspondence columns produced the DN's first well-deserved bouquet: "... 
there are always a few ‘wet blankets’, but I think many people feel (the DN) helps to make 
Deddington more united as a community...." 

In the December 1976 DN a concert in aid of the National Children's Homes was announced "Susan 
Taylor's Dancing Academy have offered to.take part and the other children (all under 15) are all 
young musicians, singers, etc. from the Deddington area..." Admission was 35p for adults, 20 p for 
children and OAPs. Elsewhere the Jubilee Committee were announcing plans for the Queen's Jubilee 
celebrations in June 1977. 

But DN-wise most interesting of all was the feature on p.24 by Gerard Sullivan on the Deddington 
Hall Management Committee, set up to arrange a programme of Further Education in the then 
Windmill Hall. He explained how, in order "to publicise locally a programme of events provided by 
local organisations and the DHMC... an informal Publications Committee (was set up) to launch 
'Deddington News’. Local traders have generously supported the venture with advertising and the 
Parish Council is making a monthly grant of £4 an issue for the first few issues. 'Deddington News’ 
will continue after a 6 months’ trial period only if it can cover its costs (roughly £16 per issue) . 
from advertising revenue and donations, and if local groups and individuals keep sending in details 
of their activities, articles, letters and any news of general community interest." Twenty years on....

ON THE FARM 


"Ice in November to carry a duck, the rest of the winter will 
be slush,and muck!" It will have to be, if we are not to have 
water problems next year. The grain crops look well and most of them ee had 
their winter weed spray with only one or two small patches needing treatment for 
slugs. . The oil seed rape is very disappointing this year and we will have to 
plough out some 50% of it because due to the dry weather the seed did not germinate 
very well and it was too dry for the post emergence weed spray to work and we now 
have an almost complete cover of ducksfoot cranesbill which will kill out the 
remaining crop. We shall now plough it out and replace with Tic beans in February. 
Tic beans are used to feed racing pigeons and we are growing them on contract fer a 
local merchant. 

The ewes will soon start to be hand fed with oats and feed blocks and if the 
meadows do not flood they will stay out until the New Year. The ‘local hedge layer 
has started to ‘cut and lay' some of the high hedges on the farm. This has not 
been done for about 30 years. The hedges will then be allowed to grow and thicken 
out to about 8 ft. high before trimming. This should improve the wildlife habitat 
and will not shade out the crops on the headlands. He will cut about 40 chains 
this year and 40 next year. (A chain is 22 yards long ~- the distance between the 
stumps on a cricket wicket). We shall also pollard the willow trees on the meadows 
this winter as they are getting overgrown and collapsing. This was done about 

_ every 7 years and the branches used for 'mounding' (post and rail fencing) but 

_ today wire netting is used as it lasts longer. 

The day to day work is now centred around the buildings, doing some of those jobs 
that should have been done before the summer was over. Oh well, perhaps they will 
get done before next summer! And perhaps I can catch up on some office work and 
prepare the dreaded cash flow ready for the Bank Manager's annual visit. He says 
it reminds him of his boyhood comics full of weird and wonderful ideas - well, just 
so long as it keeps him happy!! GEORGE FENEMORE 338203

GARDENING NOTES 


- This year I have grown my vegetables on a series of beds each l6ft'x 4ft. A& 
I first dug the soil well and used as much compost as I had avail- 4) 
able. I find that after the initial preparation of the beds it is 
unnecessary to dig with a fork or spade to make the beds ready for 
a subsequent crop; I only use a hand fork. By using these beds I . i 
find that it is possible to look after them without having to step on the soil. 
The beds have been treated with chicken manure which can be bought either as ~~: 
pellets or in powder form. Mushroom compost is added to improve the humus content 
of the soil. As a bonus I get quite a decent crop of mushrooms. 

By using this method I have had a very good cropping season for courgettes and bush 
tomatoes, broad beans and runner beans, and the root vegetables. 

I shall certainly continue to use the small bed system in the coming year as I find 
it is easier to weed individual beds during the growing season. The grass paths 
between the beds need to be cut but this can be done with a strimmer or even a lawn 
mower if the paths themselves are wide enough. This system is well described by 
Bob Flowerdew in his book on Companion gardening.

These poor things have had a 
hard time in our garden. They need a bit of mollycoddling for the first year or 
so. We planted two but they died and Ralph set them on fire one dry summer's night 
to get rid of them. The resulting pillars of flame were beautiful to behold. We 
planted two more. Only one survived. The other was again sacrificed to the God of 
Fire. We planted another. That one survived but of course it was much shorter 
than its companion and spoilt the symmetry of the garden. It has taken about five 
years to catch up, and the pair of them look good now. You might well ask why I 
bothered. The answer is that the Man of the House likes them. 

So now, settle down to your Seed Catalogues, admire the pictures in the full 
knowledge that professionals have the edge on you where experience, right soil and 
manpower is concerned. Try not to fall for a tempting looking plant, but make a 
visit to your local Nursery where you can see what you are getting and get 10% off 
if you are a member of the Deddington Gardeners Club.
